The reader must not infer from tbis 


that the moonshiner is a coward, for he 
is not. 
As a rule he resolutely opposes 


any interference with his calling even to 
the shedding of blood, if this can be ac- 
complished without too much risk of de- 
tection. 


The extreme northern part of the state 


of Georgia contains some of the roughest, 
wildest and most grandly beautiful scen- 
ery in the Union. Throughout this re- 
gion are numberless high mountains, 
roaring torrents, deep gorges and almost 
impenetrable laurels. 
Amid such pic- 


turesque surroundings—in the most inac- 
cessible parts, at some distance from 
public roads and trails—the moonshiner 
sets up Id's still. 
The spot chosen is iu 


most rase« in the twilight depths of a 
laurel screened gorge, 
through whioh 


rushes n ciystal stream of water. Some- 
times the apparatus is housed in a cave 
which has been excavated for that pur- 
pose in tbe side of the mountain gorge, 
but as a rule it is in the open air, being 
simply covered 
vi ith a 
roof of split 


boards. 
The dwelling of the operator is 


seldom nearer than a quarter of a mile. 


Tbe apparatus is not complex. A eo-p- 


per still, dubbed the "copper," about IS 
or 20 inche« in diameter and of equal 
height; a coil of copper pipe several feet 
in length, called the "worm;"' several 
tubs or casks for holding the mash and 
for catching tbe drippings 
from 
the 


worm; a mash stick, or stirring fork, and 
a small, narrow bottle in which to test 
the liquor, these articles comprise the en- 
tire outtit. The still is set over a stone 
furnace, while the worm, with one end 
connected to the copper, rests in a barrel 
of running water from the stream near 
by. 


Coarsely ground cornmeal is carried to 


j the still, and a certain quantity, depend- 


ing upon the capacity of the apparatus. 
i«i stirred in boiling water until it is thor- 
oughly cooked. This is called "mash" 
and is about tho consistency of ordinary 
dough. It is allowed to stand iu the fer- 
inentcrs in which it « as mixed for 12 to 
!>> homx 
After fermentation has taken 


place •nator is added and the mass broken 
up with u mash stick. 
When it is free 


from lumps and about as thick as butter- 


j milk, it is called "beer." 
At this stage 


| the liquid is not unpleasant to drink. In 
| fact, large quantities of it are consumed 
j by ihe mooiibhiuer and his family aud

Rye or, nioie commonly, corn malt 


(from a h a n d f u l or two to eight pounds 
to the bushel of meal or tub of boor) is 
l lieu added to the beer, and it is again al- 
lowed to fennenC, this time from 72 to 'JU 
hours. 
At the end of this second fer- 


mentation the copper is filled with a semi- 
liquid (still called "beer") and boiled o£f. 


The steam condenses on and passes off 


through the worm, and the first drippings 
are called "singlings." When the strength 
of the beer becomes exhausted, the re£- 
iiso, or "pot tail," is removed and fresh 
Impr put in its place. As soon as enough 
hingl'mgs are accumulated the still is filled 
up with tuls liquid, and it is redistilled. 
The product of this latter and final step 
in the process is corn whisky or proof 
hpirits. 


With (he crude apparatus and methods 


of the moonshiner a bushel of mr:al will 
yield about two gallons of whisky, where- 
«is the same measure oC grain should 
yield three or more gallons under improv- 
ed methods. 


Contrary to common belief, moonshine 


whisky is generally of very poor quality. 
These mountaineer distillers have little 
nr no knowledge of rectification, and fusel 
oil is therefore present in its original pro- 
portinn*; besides, the liquor is sold before 
it has bad time to age. 
Strange as it 


may seem, moreover, adulterations are 
quite often used, such as tobacco or buck- 
eye bark, for adding to Uio intoxicating 
quality of weak liquor, and the addition 
of so.-ip or lye to make it hold a good 
"bead." 
According to the moonshiner, 


good, unadulterated liquor when shaken 
in a bottle will contain numerous bubbles 
on the surface. 
If four or more of tbe^c 


bubbles remain against the edge of the 
bottle for some minutes it is said to 
"hold a good bead." 
Notwithstanding 


the poor quality Of the average moon- 
shine whisky, however, the 
article is not infrequently ct;ual to and 
even above government proof. 


The product is disposed of in several 


ways. A considerable portion is sold auj 
given away nt the still itself and at tlin 
ilwcllirifi of tlio operator. Another meth- 
od is MS follows: A hollow tree or cave 
adjacent to the nearest village is 
nated by common consent rf the moon- 
shiner and fcome of his frieiulb, one or 
more of whom nets as agent between the 
seller and buyer. When ft resident of tho 
village wishes somo whisky, he bands the 
necessary money, together with a jug or 
bottle, to the ngcnt, who deposits both in 
(he secret place nnd (joes his way.

OLDEST FISHING CLUB. S 


Located In Philadelphia mud Date* 


Back to 1732. 


Indian scalping being forbidden by th» 


decrees of William Penn, the early Phil- 
adelphians were obliged to look about 
them for other forms of recreation. This 
may account for the fact that the oldest 
fishing club in the world lias its head- 
quarters in the Quaker City. It came 
,nto being in. 1732, the birth, year of 
Washington, and has been, preserved 
:hrough all the succeeding generations. 
Instead of calling itself a mere club it ia 
:he "Fishing Company of the State In 
Schuylkill." Its organization is not that 
of a company, but of a state, and the 
maintenance of this little mock govern- 
ment has added on element of play which.

FRENCH CAPTURED? 


Report Jfot Confirmed br the War 


Office. 


London, April K;.—General French 


has been reported captured by the 
Boors, with 500 of his men, in the hills 
northeast of Pretoria. London, while 
not crediting the report, is fully star- 
tled, for it is admitted that the general 
may have fallen into a trap set for him. 


The news of -the capture, came 


through private sources, and the war 
office has received nothing to confirm 
it. 


Lacking confirmatory, information^ 


tho officials dispatfethe'truth"oftne're^ 
port. 


This, however, does not relieve -the 


tension, it being pointed out that Gen- 
eral French, having had matters all his 
own way for some time, may have in- 
cautiously been led on by the Boers in 
a new campaign in the north and sur- 
rounded and captured while separated 
from the main body of his troops. 


Dispatches from South Africa are ea- 


gerly awaited. 


General French was last heard from 


in active skirmish at Vryheid, in the 
southeastern section t>f tho Transvaal, 
where he arrived on March 25. With 
Dartnal's and Poultuey's columns he 
had been sweeping the country, driving 
the Boers to the north, he reporting on 
his arrival having killed, wounded or 
captured 1.200 of the enemy during a 
seven weeks' campaign in the eastern 
Transvaal. 


In addition he had also taken 7 guns. 


1,000 rifles, 1,800 wagons and a large 
number of horses, cattle and sheep. 


General French has since been at 


Pretoria, but his movements were not 
given in detail.

Important Decision of United State* 


Supreme Conrt. 


AVashington, April 16.—The United 


States supreme court has handed down 
a decision declaring invalid all di- 
vorces in which cither the husband or 
the wife had gained a legal residence 
in one state while the other retained 
the original matrimonial residence in 
another state. Divorces obtained in 
Xo'rth or South Dakota to be legal must 
have been procured through the hus- 
band1' and wife both acquiring a legal 
and matrimonial residence in the state 
whore the decree was granted. 
" The .decision, which was handed 
down by Justice Gray, dwells 011 the 
point that a divorce to be valid must be 
procured where the married parties 
hsive tUeir matrimonial residence. • A 
ilecrpe grautcd in North Dakota, is 
without faith oj- credit in the state 
where the matrimonial residence ex- 
is-ts. T.ue. opinion does not touch the 
point as to whether such a decree 5s 
valid in other states than the ono in 
wliioh tho matrimonial residence ex- 
ists, but by inference it is not. 


According to this judgment if. a hus- 


band and wife both go to North or 
South Dakota or any other state and 
ac'iuiro a legal residence they thereby 
gain a "matrimonial residence, and the 
divorce consequently becomes valid. 
But if either party goes alono and se- 
cures the decree that vitiates the di 
vorco.

dezvous, and prominent officers fre- 
quently visited it, drinking champagne 
and playing poker. Women of doubt-

,to-*fe' there. It is alleged that Pitt 
had the inside track in securing gov- 
ernment contracts, and it is also as- 
serted that he wa? the prime mover in 
the scheme to re-establish cockpits in 
Manila, airs. Lara being subsidized in 
securing a cockpit. 


It Is asserted that the commissary 


department made unauthorized pur- 
chases of quantities of champagne. 
Pitt sold seme. In addition to what 
the transpox-ts brought the commissary 
imported 200 gallons in February and 
a like amount in March.
